The  vote  was  43  in  fa- 
vor and  11  against,  with  25

The  Conservative  Party  vic- 
tory in  the  British  election  of 
last  Thursday  was  a personal 
victory  for  Prime  Minister  Har- 
old Macmillan.  In  the  Conserv- 
ative Party  manifesto,  he  had 
stated  his  policy  simply:  Pros- 
perity and  Peace. 

The  prosperity  was  hard  to 
challenge,  and  the  Prime  Min- 
ister’s trip  to  Moscow  in  the 
summer  was  interpreted  by  the 
British  people  as  starting  a 
thaw  in  the  cold  war. 

THE  LABOUR  PARTY  prom- 
ised more  prosperity  to  more 
people  with  tax  cuts  and  pen- 
sion increases  and  claimed  that 
it  could  represent  the  United 
Kingdom  at  the  proposed  Sum- 
mit Conference  with  more  ef- 
fective leadership  and  world  ac- 
ceptance. 

Britain’s  third  party,  the  Lib- 
: eral,  did  not  present  a serious 
challenge  to  the  two  major  par- 
ties. They  campaigned  on  a pro- 


gram of  individual  rightsTstress- 
ing  that  the  “people  count.” 

THE  PARTY  doubled  their 
share  in  the  popular  vote  at  the 
expense  of  the  Labour  Party, 
but  did  not  increase  their  seats 
in  Parliament. 

The  Conservative  victory  has 
its  primary  significance  in  inter- 
national politics.  It  suggests  that 
the  British  will  bolster  the  West- 
ern position  in  the  Summit  Con- 
ference rather  than  play  a com- 
promising role  in  the  discus- 
sions. 

EVEN  THOUGH  our  age  has 
seen  a diminution  of  the  power 
of  the  United  Kingdom  in  world 
affairs,  the  influence  which  it 
will  bring  to  the  conference  as 
the  leader  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Nations  is  considerable. 

Macmillan’s  stature  has  been 
enhanced  considerably  with  the 
increase  of  the  number  of  seats 
in  Parliament  from  a majority 
of  53  to  a majority  of  100. 

SUCH  A MANDATE  from  the 
people  will  allow  the  Prime  Min- 
ister to  speak  authoritatively  for 
the  United  Kingdom.  Continu- 
ity and  stability  of  Western  for- 
eign policy  is  assured  in  the 
Conservative  Party  victory,  in- 
creasing the  prospects  of  the 
West  in  the  crucial  internation- 
al negotiations  ahead.
